“Every well-fed cow,” said Mr. 
Lush, "eats the equivalent of 100 
pounds of grass a day. The cost 
of producing 100 pounds of digesti­ 
ble nutrients from oats is $2.02; 
from corn silage $1.54; from corn 
grain $1.38, while pasture produces 
this amount for $.64.” 
The results of 34 experiments 
also showed that the cost of pro­ 
ducing 100 pounds of beef on un­ 
improved unfertilized pasture was 
$4.05, while the cost on fertilized 
pasture was only $2.71. The same 
experiments showed that unferti­ 
lized pasture produced only 12.6 
cans of milk per acre, while the 
treated pasture made 44 cans.

‘h Be sure of the quality of the 
seeds you plant. If there is any 
doubt that they are disease free, 
treat them with disinfectants or 
hot water. 
Get directions from 
your seed dealer or County Agent« 
If seedlings are used for trans­ 
planting, make certain they are 
healthy. 
Remove diseased plants from the 
garden. Spray or dust the remain­ 
ing plants to protect them. 
Do not work among plants wet 
with dew or rain. This spreads 
disease. 
Spray or dust regularly to keep 
insects under control. Give special 
attention to aphids, leafhoppers, 
flea beetles and striped and 12- 
spotted cucumber beetles, as these 
carry and spread diseases. 
Where cabbage yellows, bean 
rust, lettuce slime or watermelon 
wilt are known to be prevalent, 
select disease resistant varieties of 
seed. 
In growing seedlings in seed 
beds, sterilize soil with live steam, 
formaldehyde or some other soil 
disinfectant. 
Keep dusting and spraying out- 5 
fits on hand. Get fungicides like 
Bordeaux or sulphur and insect!- j 
cides like calcium arsenate, lead ; 
arsenate or nicotine.

will draw too much attention to it­ 
self. For example, flowered wall­ 
paper makes a poor background. 
A steady cam era is of course es­ 
sential for sharp pictures. If the 
cam era moves, the picture will be 
blurred. Even In taking snapshots, 
it’s a good idea to make use of any 
convenient support—such as a post, 
fence, chair back or table edge. Just 
hold the cam era against such a sup­ 
port, and it will be steadier. For 
tim e exposures, always place the 
cam era on a tripod, table, or sim ilar 
firm support. 
W hen you shoot moving subjects, 
use a higher shutter speed. A person 
walking toward the cam era de­ 
mands a shutter speed of 1/100 sec­ 
ond. For faster moving subjects, 
higher speeds are needed. 
To get sharp detail, the distance 
from cam era to subject m ust be cor­ 
rect. Otherwise, pictures will be out 
of focus. W hen possible, measure 
the distance—either with a tape 
m easure, or a photographic range- 
finder. This is especially im portant 
in close-up shots. 
W atch these points. They’re all 
sim ple— and you’ll get sharper, 
clearer, better pictures.

BUILD THAT NEW 
LAWN RIGHT 


Here’s a thought you may not 
like at first glance. 
But I feel 
safe in bringing it up. because I 
know you agree with me that a 
lawn can make or break a garden. 
Without it sexpenses of smooth, 
green turf, your 
flowers 
would 
look lonely and forlorn. 
So, if 
your grass has never got a good 
start, or if it’s full of weeds, the 
chances are you’d better figure on 
building a new lawn this spring. 
I know it isn’t a pleasant prospect. 
But I’m sure it’s worth it. 
The first thing to do, of course, 
I is to spade up the soil and pulver- 
' ize it properly with hoe and rake. 
Then, if it’s too sandy, spade in 
peat moss, or similar material. Or 
if there’s too much clay, mix in 
some sand or finely sifted ashes.

FEEDING VERY IMPORTANT

step of all—feeding.

thiner, and lost its ability to keep 
weeds choked out. 
So this time 
don't take chances! 
Get a plant 
food that supplies in balance pro­ 


portions all eleven of the 
food 
elements growing things needed. 
Spread it evenly over your 
soil, 
four pounds to every 100 square 
feet, then rake it in 
thoroughly. 
Now you’re ready for seeding— 
with good seed—the kind 
your 
garden supply dealer recommends 
for your soil. 
Get special 
seed 
for shady places. Apply the seed 
on a day when there’s little or no 
wind, sowing half of it one way 
and half the other, to help you get 
it even. And don’t be stingy with 
the seed, use five or six pounds of 
it to each thousand square feet 
of lawn. 
Rake your seed in lightly, and

Press putty in well and smooth 
over with flat implement 
For priming coat apply paint com­ 
posed of 3 parts by volume soft paste 
while lead, 3 part* raw linseed oil, 
2 parts floor varnish, 1 part turpen­ 
tine, Add 1 pt. drier to paint mixed 
from 100 lb. soft paste white lead. 
If floor is to be finished with wax or 
floor varnish, follow with body and 
finish coats of 6 parts soft paste white 
lead. 1 part raw linseed oil 4 parts 
turpentine. Add ^ pt. drier to paint 
mixed from 100 lb. soft paste white 
lead. 
For enamel finish, substitute high 
grade floor enamel for finish coat 
Q.—How can tarnish and corrosion 
be removed from brass and copper? 
A.—By washing thoroughly with a 
saturated solution of common salt in 
plain vinegar. Following treatment, 
rinse metal with clear water.'

If Heating Bill

EXAMINE CAUSE 


Before patching the cracks, the 
FHA Technical Division advises 
the home owner to ascertain if 
possible the cause of the 
most 
serious cracks and whether or not 
the cause has ceased to exist. For 
instance, 
if 
foundation 
settle­ 
m ent has produced a change in 
position of floor and wall framing 
and may be expected in continue, 
further cracking of the plaster will 
occur unless the cause is correct­ 
ed. 
One way to determ ine w hether 
or not m ajor cracks has stopped 
is to paste small pieces of thin 
paper over the cracks, possibly 
placing pencil marks 
on 
them 
vertical to the 
cracks. 
Further 
m ovem ent of the crack will break 
the paper or change the 
align­ 
m ent of the pencil marks. 
If the 
m ajor cause of the cracks has not 
stopped, the cause should be cor­ 
rected before attempting to patch 
the cracks.

Martin Linn Clardy 


In the period when the 
small 
railroad lines in the State and n a­ 
tion began to grow and to develop 
into a huge transportation sys­ 
tem, m en who knew railroad law 
cam e into prominence. 
One 
of 
these railroad law authorities was 
Martin Linn Clardy, who climbed 
high not only in his chosen pro­ 
fession but in the field of politics 
as well. 
Clardy was born on a Ste. Gene­ 
vieve county farm on 
April 26, 
1844, ninety-six years 
ago 
this 
week. 
His parents, m em bers of 
cultured K entucky and 
Virginia 
families, nam ed him for Missouri’s 
model senator, Lewis F. Linn. 
Like m any a young southerner, 
this Missourian was from child­ 
hood groomed for a public career. 
Educated in the local schools of 
Ste. Genevieve county, he atte n d ­ 
ed also St. Louis University, the 
University 
of Mississippi at O x­ 
ford, and 
graduated 
from 
the 
University 
of Virginia. 
In 
the 
Civil W ar 
he served 
with 
the 
C onfederate army, rising from the 
rank of private to that of major. 
Either shortly before the w ar or 
imm ediately after it he read law 
in Mississippi and was adm itted to 
the bar. 
In the late 1860s Clardy re tu rn ­ 
ed to his native State. 
He settled 
in Farm ington, St. Francois coun­ 
ty, and there after the repeal of 
the test oath began the practice of 
law. 
Through his fam iliarity with 
*w am p-land titles he developed a 
large practcie in southeast Mis­ 
souri. 
Through the settlem ent of 
these claims he did much to pro­ 
mote the 
development 
of 
that 
area. 
A popular speaker and a suc­ 
cessful jury lawyer, Clardy was a 
born politician. 
Elected to Con­ 
gress for the first time in 1878. he 
was consistently re-elected 
and 
served for the next ten years. 
C lardy’s work on the com mittee 
on com merce in th at body brought 
him national prominence as one of 
the country’s leading authorities 
on 
railroad 
and 
transportation 
law. 
During his fifth 
and 
last 
term, the 50th Congress, he intro­ 
duced fifty-three bills and resolu­ 
tions, nearly all of them touching 
on problems of railroads, 
roads, 
bridges, river and harbor im prove­ 
ments. 
During this same term he 
presented forty-tw o reports from 
the com mittee on com merce and 
tw enty-five petitions 
represnting 
the interests of his Missouri dis­ 
trict. He went as delegate at large 
to the Democratic National Con­ 
vention at Chicago in 1884, when 
Cleveland 
and 
Hendricks 
were 
nominated. 
Bad health and his 
affirmative 
vote on the Mills bill, a 
reform 
tariff bill that the low tariff Demo­ 
crats of the State did not 
like, 
probably becam e the chief factors 
in Clardy's retirem ent from Con­ 
gress in 1888 
He 
returned 
to 
Farm ington then and resumed his 
law practice. 
Also, he becam e in­ 
terested in breeding and exhibit­ 
ing fine horses and cattle 
About this tim e Clardy took his 
place among the lending railroad 
lawyers 
of 
the 
country. 
Jay 
Gould and other great 
railroad 
prom oters sought his advice. 
He 
becam e 
associated 
with 
H enry 
Samuel Priest, general 
attorney 
for the Missouri Pacific railroad, 
and when Priest resigned in 1894, 
Clardy assumed the 
position 
of 
general attorney for the Missouri 
Pacific and the St. Louis and Iron 
M ountain railroad. 
For the fifteen year period be­ 
tw een 1894 and 1909 C lardy 
d i­

rected the legal proceedings of the 
Missouri Pacific. 
At the end of 
that tim e he was 
chosen 
vice- 
president and solicitor-general of 
the company. 
Business activities 
kept him in St. Louis much of the 
time during this period, 
but 
he 
m aintained a residence in F a rm ­ 
ington and claim ed that as 
his 
home. 
A cultured gentlem an 
and 
a 
keen student of 
hum an 
nature, 
M artin Linn 
Clardy 
proved 
a 
power in the politics of southeast 
Missouri for more than forty years, 
while his legal ability linked him 
inseparably with railroad develop­ 
m ent in the State. 
He died in St. 
Louis on July 5, 1914, and 
was 
buried in Bellefontaine cem etery 
there.

ISEASED plants may be expec­ 
ted to appear in any garden. 
All gardener*, therefore, should be 
prepared to combat disease. 
There are, of course, specific 
control measures for specific dis­ 
eases But there arc certain prac­ 
tices that each gardener should 
follow as a means of general dis­ 
ease control. Here are some of 
them: 
„ 
. 
. 
Be sure of the quality of the 
seeds you plant. If there Is any 
doubt that they are disease free, 
treat them with disinfectants or 
hot water. 
Get directions from 
your seed dealer or County Agent, 
If seedlings are used for trans­ 
planting, make certain they are 
healthy. 
Remote diseased plants from the 
garden. Spray or dust the remain­ 
ing plants to protect them. 
Do not work among plant« wet 
with dew or rain. This spreads 
disease. 
Spray or dust regularly to keep 
insects under control. Give special 
attention to aphids, leafhoppers, 
flea beetles and striped and 12- 
spotted cucumber beetles, as these 
carry and spread diseases. 
Where cabbage yellows, bean 
rust, lettuce slime or watermelon 
wilt are known to be prevalent, 
select disease resistant varieties of 
seed. 
In growing seedlings in seed 
beds, sterilize soil with live steam, 
formaldehyde or some other soil 
disinfectant. 
Keep dusting and spraying out­ 
fits ou band. Get fungicides like 
Bordeaux or sulphur and Insecti­ 
cides like calcium arsenate, lead 
arsenate or nicotine.

v e r y b o d y wants to take good, 
clear pictures — pictures that 
^.re sharp and have plenty of detail. 
This Isn’t hard to do—If you’ll watch 
both the subject AND the back­ 
ground when you’re taking a pic­ 
ture. 
To picture a dark subject, you 
ihould have a light background. 
Then the subject will stand out 
clearly. If the subject Is quite light, 
then a dark background Is In order. 
Outdoors, the sky makes an ex­ 
cellent background for pictures of a 
person. By using a deep yellow color 
filter, you can m ake a bhie sky regis­ 
ter quite dark. By using no filter, 
you can m ake the sky light. In this 
m anner, you may adapt the tone of 
the sky, so that It yields a good con­ 
trasting background for your sub­ 
je c t 
Indoors, a plain light-tinted or 
white wall makes a good light back­ 
ground. For a dark background, 
pose your subject In front of an open 
door, leading Into a darkened room. 
Or, place the subject so that you can 
shoot toward the shadow end of the 
room. 
The best backgrounds are plain, 
without obvious detail. If the back­ 
ground has a prom inent pattern, it 


will draw too much attention to it­ 
self. For example, flowered wall­ 
paper m akes a poor background. 
A steady cam era Is of course es­ 
sential for sharp pictures. If the 
cam era moves, the picture will be 
blurred. Even In taking snapshots. 
It’s a good idea to make use of any 
convenient support—such as a post, 
fence, chair back or table edge. Just 
hold the cam era against such a sup­ 
port, and it will be steadier. For 
tim e exposures, always place the 
cam era on a tripod, table, or similar 
firm support. 
When you shoot moving subject?, 
use a higher shatter speed. A person 
walking toward the cam era de­ 
mands a shutter speed of 1/100 sec­ 
ond. For faster moving subjects, 
higher speeds are needed. 
To get sharp detail, the distance 
from cam era to subject m ust be cor­ 
rect. Otherwise, pictures will be out 
of focus. When possible, measure 
tho distance—either with a tape 
m easure, or a photographic range- 
finder. This Is especially Important 
In close-up shots. 
W atch these points. They’re all 
sim ple— and you’ll get sharper, 
clearer, better pictures.

Here’s a thought you may not 
like at first glance.

lawn con make or break 0 garden.

Intelligent planning of the low - 
cost home is of paramount import­ 
ance to the safety of the invest­ 
ment, declares 
Howard 
Leland 
Smith, chief of the architectural

Federal 
Housing 
Administration 
Homes in the $2.500 price range, 
to be constructed under liberalized 
FHA requirements covering low - 
cost home construction, must be of 
sound design, he said, for on this 
feature to a large extent rests the 
marketability of the property. 
Four fundamentals 
should 
be 
kept in mind when designing these 
homes: 
1. The home should be sim ple in 
design. 
2. It should bo dignified in char­ 
acter. 
3. It must contain no false ele­ 
ments. 
4. The design must allow eco­ 
nomical construction. 


FRILLS OUT OF PLACE 


There Is no place in the design 
of these homes for 
unnecessary 
frills, according to FHA recom ­ 
mendations. No unnecessary corn­ 
ers should be tolerated, and halls 
should be kept to a minimum to 
prevent needless waste of 
floor 
area. 
Wherever possible, plum b­ 
ing should be concentrated, such 
as placing the kitchen next to the 
bathroom, to effect saving in cost 
of labor and materials. 
Home builders are 
urged 
to 
place emphasis on elem ents which 
grow in value and which increase 
the stability of 
the 
investm ent 
rather than those which tend to 
deteriorate with time and add con­ 
siderably to cost of m aintenance. I 
Trees and shrubs not only enhance , 
the beauty of the small home but \ 
contribute much to its market ab­ 
ility.

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Test Windows 
If Heating Bill 
Rises Unduly 


When the fuel bill is high it may 
be wise to check the windows be­ 
fore blaming the furnace. Even 
one window in an exposed house 
front in a moderately severe win­ 
ter can be responsible for consid­ 
erable fuel losses. 
The losses may be reduced par­ 
tially by weatherstripping. Perm­ 
anent double windows or “storm 
sash” windows, tightly fitted, will 
help even more by cutting down 
both 
conduction 
and 
radiation 
losses. 
Weatherstripping or storm win­ 
dows may be installed with funds 
obtained from qualified

institutions under the Moderniza­ 
tion Credit Plan of the Federal 
Housing Administration. 


W all Cracks May 
Be Easily Filled 


The development of cracks in 
the plaster walls of relatively new 
homes is a common 
fault, 
al­ 
though it is not a difficult matter 
to fill the cracks and 
place 
the 
wall in good condition if loosen­ 
ing of large areas of plaster 
has 
not accompanied the cracking. 
The cracking of plaster results 
from several causes, the most com­ 
mon of which are settlement of 
foundation walls and piers, 
in­ 
correct 
structural 
framing 
of 
floors, walls, and roofs, and shrink­ 
age of framing lumber. 
In ad­ 
vising home owners on the repair 
of plaster cracks. Federal Housing 
Administration officials point out 
that only 
general 
observations 
can be made 
without 
knowing 
specific conditions. 


EXAMINE CAUSE 


Before patching the cracks, the 
FHA Technical Division advises 
the home owner to ascertain if 
possible the cause of the 
most 
serious cracks and whether or not 
the cause has ceased to exist. For 
instance, 
if 
foundation 
settle­ 
ment has produced a change in 
position of floor and wall framing 
.and may be expected in continue, 
further cracking of the plaster will 
occur unless the cause is correct­ 
ed. 
One way to determine whether 
or not major cracks has stopped 
is to paste small pieces of thin 
paper over the cracks, possibly 
placing pencil marks 
on 
them 
vertical to the 
cracks. 
Further 
movement of the crack will break 
the paper or change the 
align­ 
ment of the pencil marks. 
If the 
major cause of the cracks has not 
stopped, the cause should be cor­ 
rected before attempting to patch 
the cracks. 


STOCK POWDER 
SATISFACTORY 


Paint, 
hardware, 
and 
other 
stores usually carry 
boxes 
of 
special patching plaster which are 
most satisfactory and which sim­ 
plify the operation. 
The powder 
is mixed with water and 
applied 
with a putty knife or other 
flat 
tool. 
Only enough water should 
be used to produce a proper work­ 
ing 
consistency. 
The 
material 
should be mixed in small amounts 
since it hardens within a short 
time. 
Fine hairline 
cracks 
usually 
can be filled by a little care in 
painting the wall. 
Slightly larger 
cracks often can be filled by dab­ 
bing on a thin mixture of patch­ 
ing plaster with a brush, 
using 
care to work the mixture into the 
cracks as thoroughly as possible. 
For sizable cracks, it is advis­ 
able to enlarge the crack slightly 
by cuting away the plaster wdth a 
sharp knife. 
In doing this, 
en­ 
large the crack more at the lath 
surface than at the finish surface. 
This will form a key which will 
tend to hold the patch securely in 
place. 
Fill the crack with patch­ 
ing plaster, pressing it into place 
and bringing the patch surface 
up full and smooth with the finish 
surface of the wall. 
After 
the 
patch has hardened, sandpaper any 
rough 
spots 
smooth. 
If 
the 
patches are large, paint them with 
blue size before painting or paper­ 
ing the wall. 
If walls are to be finished with 
wallpaper, strips of painter’s mus 
Im are sometimes glued to 
the 
wall over the cracks as reinforce­ 
ment and the patching 
plaster 
omitted except in the case of any 
large cracks. 
Patching of plaster is not a dif­ 
ficult operation, but often 
re­ 
quires considerable care and time 
to obtaining a presentable finish 
surface.
